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Byron C. Hattman, an aircraft 
instrument designer for the Emer- 
erson Electric Manufacturing Co., 
was found stabbed to death in a 
hotel room in Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
today. 

There was a stab wound in the 
chest, a cut on the forehead, 
bruises on the face and head and 
a cut on a finger. 

Immediate cause of death was a 
stab wound six inches deep, the 
coroner reported. A rib was brok- 
en and the heart was pierced. 

Hattman was found lying face 
down on the floor by a maid at the 
Roosevelt Hotel, a large hotel in 
downtown Cedar Rapids. His over- 
coat had been torn off and his 
left arm was out of the sleeve of 
his suit coat, His arms were 
thrust behind him, as if they had 
been forced back into this posi- 
tion by the assailant. 

There was evidence of a terrific 
struggle, with bloodstains on all 
four walls of the room and on the 
wall in the hall just outside the 
door. The door of the closet in the 
room bore a long knife scratch, 
and there“ was another knife mark 
on the wall, where plastering had 
been chopped loose. 

The seventh-floor room was 
locked from the outside, and the 
maid unlocked it when she en- 
tered to clean the room at 7:30 
o’clock. Hattman’s key was found 
on the floor under the bed, indi- 
cating the murderer had a sec- 
ond key. 

The St. Louisan’s -wallet, con- 
taining papers but no money, was 
found near the body. 

Eugene Potstock of Des Moines, 
Ia., who occupied the room di- 
‘rectly under Hattman’s, reported 
he heard a disturbance about 5:45 
p.m, yesterday. “It sounded like a 
hell of a fight,” he said, and he 
went out into the hall to investi- 


gate. 

When he ascertained the dis- 
turbance was not on his floor, he 
returned to his room, he said, and 
“it soon quieted down.”

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Archbishop of Canter- 
bury Uses Water From 
the Jordan in Tradi- 
tional Ceremony.

LONDON, Dec. 15 (UP)—Prince 
Charles of Edinburgh, Princess 
Elizabeth’s month-old son, who 
some day may be king, was 
christened today with water from 
the River Jordan in a ceremony 
replete with centuries of tradition. 

In the crystal and gold music 
room of Buckingham Palace, the 
Prince was christened Charles 
Philip Arthur George. The ailing 
King George, Queen Elizabeth, 
other members of the royal family 
and a few intimate friends at- 
tended. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, dipped from 
a silver font—made for Queen Vic- 
toria and. used for christening all 
her descendants born in Britain— 
the water flown from the Jordan 
for the occasion. 

Sprinkling it on the forehead of 
the child hailed by the British 
press as “Bonnie Prince Charlie,” 
the Archbishop intoned the ritual 
of the Church of Ingland: 

“I baptize thee in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 

An official description said 
“Prince Charles behaved beauti- 
fully throughout the christening.” 

Prince Charles is next in line 
for the throne after his mother 
and therefore may some day rule 
Britain as King Charles III. 
Charles I was beheaded under 
Cromwell as a tyrant. Charles II, 
known as the “merry monarch” 
because of his series of mistresses, 
including Nell Gwynne, ruled from 
1681 to 1685. 

The historic “Bonnie Prince 
Charlie” was a grandson of King 
Charles II's brother, James II, 
and a pretender to the throne. He

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15—Far- 
reaching consequences will prob- 
ably follow the major metals 


scandal in the European Recovery 


Program, it was predicted here 
today. 

European scrap dealers have 
been buying lead and aluminum 
with Marshall Plan funds and 
then selling it back to American 
buyers at prices almost twice as 
high as those paid in the first 
place, it is now disclosed. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration has warned Britain, 
Belgium and Holland, whose na- 
tionals are involved, that unless 
the practice is stopped, the alloca- 
tion of American metals to those 
countries will be cut sharply. 

Unofficial reports said some of 
the metal, purchased in Canada 
and in Latin American countries, 
actually was shipped abroad, and 
then trans-shipped to the United 
States. 

Developments Expected. 

At least five important develop- 
ments are expected to result from 
revelations of these facts: 

Opponents of ERP will use the 
scandal as an argument against 
voting any more money for the 
program. At the very least there 
will almost certainly be demands 
for changes in top ERP personal- 
ities and policies. 

President Truman is expected to 
renew his previous requests for 
power to clamp tighter controls 
on all American exports. He may 
also ask for new authority to ra- 
tion scarce products within the 
United States. 

The ECA, which administers 
ERP, today studied methods of 
tightening up ‘ts control over 
goods shipped abroad as part of 
the program. ECA further ordered 
its representatives abroad to ap- 
ply tougher tests in determining 
ERP countries’ needs. 

Recovery of ERP countries will 
be thrown at least slightly out of 
kilter by the shifts in lead and 
aluminum allocations now forced 
by resales in the United States. 

There are also likely to be quar- 
rels among ERP countries as a 
result of the new allocations. 
Britain. Belgium and Holland 
have sold more than 21,700 tons 
of lead and aluminum. in the 
United States. 

Details on Deals. 

Here are the details as given 
out by ECA: 

Up to Sept. 30, ECA had paid 
$23,000,000 for 81,326 metric tons 
of aluminum for Britain. By that 
date Britons had sold 12,813 me- 
tric tons of aluminum to firms in 
this country. 

During this same period, ECA 
shipped 3440 metric tons of alumi- 
num, costing $1,150,000, to Holland, 
and the Dutch sold 2368 metric 
tons of it in the United States. 

Also up to Sept. 30 ECA shipped 
to Belgium 2250 metric tons of 
aluminum worth $865,000, and Bel- 
gium sold 673 tons of it in this 
country.

The device should prevent re- 
currence of such errors as that of 
last winter, it said, when the 
Weather Bureau predicted light 
snow flurries a few hours before 
the city received a 25.8-inch snow- 
fall, heaviest in its history.

Rollings’s wife, Mrs. Dorothy 
Jean Rollings, testified that she 
was at the home of a neighbor, 
Mrs. Anna Payne, 401 East Arlee, 
Lemay, when her husband tele- 
phoned yesterday morning and 
told Mrs. Payne that he had 
killed the baby, Donna Ann, 
months old. : 

Mrs. Rollings said she rushed 
to her home, 9728 Adair avenue, 
a few doors away, and met her 
husband coming down the back 
porch steps. She went to their bed- 
room and found the 0Obrutally 
beaten child in her crib. Her hus- 
band, she said, told her: “I did 
it, dear. I don’t know why.” 

Worried About Finances. 

Her husband, she continued, had 
been worried about finances, the 
children and his school work, and 


worse: three weeks ago, when he 
complained of being ill. She said 
he seemed unable to “comprehend 
things.” 

Sunday afternoon, she related, 
she called a physician and de- 
scribed Rollings’s nervous condi- 
tion to him. She said the doctor 
prescribed some medicine, which 
her husband took and rested well 
that night. She called another 
physician Sunday and made an 
appointment for her husband for 
tomorrow, she added. 

But Monday night, preceding 
the killing, Rollings was restless 
and very nervous, and the next 
morning he complained that he 
was not feeling well, his wife tes- 
tified. She said she went to the 
neighbor’s home to use the tele- 
phone to call a physician and to 
call his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
~ amas E. Rollings of Athens, 
II. 

Mrs. Rollings, wearing a black 
coat which she kept buttoned and 
a white bandana over her head, 
rushed over to her husband when 
he entered the inquest room. He 
sat in a chair in a corner, and 
she sat on his lap sobbing pro- 
fusely. Later she consoled her 
husband, and at the close of the 
inquest kissed him several times 
before he was led away. 

Dr. Wilson Brown, pathologist at 
the county health center, testified 
there were three cuts in the baby’s 
head, one of them very deep. The 
cuts, he said, were caused by 
blows from a heavy, sharp-bladed 
instrument, which could have been 
a hatchet.

U. S. Agent Seeks to Avert 
Strike by Butchers 
Tomorrow.

Housewives were getting bar- 
gains in a good many chain stores 
today as store managers. sought 
to clear their shelves of perish- 
ables including meat, dairy prod- 
ucts and fresh vegetables in an- 
ticipation of a strike of AFL meat 
cutters tomorrow. 

In one Kroger store in Maple- 
wood pork loin roast sold today 
for 35 cents a pound. It had sold 
for 41 cents a pound yesterday 
and for 49 cents a pound Monday. 

Meat merchandisers for the 
large chains explained they had 
sought to run their inventories 
down to a minimum in anticipa- 
tion of the strike and had in- 
structed their store managers to 
get rid of perishables at whatever 
price it might take to move them. 
Although the butchers are the 
only ones who have announced 
they will strike, chain store exec- 
utives were taking no chances on 
having food spoil in the event the 
retail clerks follow the butchers’ 
example or refuse to cross picket 
lines. 

Negotiators for 155 chain store 
super-markets and the meat cut- 
ters’ Local 88 met today at the 
United States Conciliation Service 
at Old Customhouse in a final ef- 
fort to avert the strike. 

The union last Friday rejected 
an increase offer of $5 a week and 
a 44-hour week, and set the date 
for the previously voted strike for 
tomorrow morning. The meat cut- 
ters are demanding an increase of 
$7.50 a week for head butchers and 
$6.50 for journeymen. and a 42- 
hour week. Present wages are 
$79 and $69.50 for a 45-hour week. 

Today’s meeting was suggested 
by United States Conciliator Mon- 
roe K. Sheehan, who had assisted 
in previous conferences of the ne- 
gotiators. 

A strike would not affect about 
1000 independent neighborhood 
markets in the city and county. 
“There will be no meat shortage,” 
Nick M. Blassie, union president 
asserted.'

6 ATLANTA JUDGES

John L. Moore of Atlanta 
brought suit against four Atlanta 
clubs under a 1933 law which al- 
lows any citizen to sue to recover 
gambling losses—his own or those 
of other persons — if the actual 
losers do not sue in six months. 

The clubs have filed answers 
that the suits are “too vague and 
indefinite.” 

The cases came up before Judge 
Moore yesterday. He disqualified 
himself as a member of one of 
the clubs. Then, in turn, the six 
other judges of the court also dis- 
qualified themselves for the same 
reason.

NANKING, Dec. 15 ()- Pres- 
ident Chiang Kai-shek's top ad- 
visers are urging him to give up 
control of China's crumbling gov- 
ernment and let others try to 
save the pieces. This apparently 
would. mean peace negotiations 
with the Chinese Communists, 

The generalissimo’s intimates 
have discussed this among them- 
selves for weeks amid China’s 
deepening crisis, but it was learned 
reliably today they finally made 
such a recommendation to him 
directly. 

Chiang has shown no indication 
he will resign, despite tremendous 
pressure. 

Officials Leave Peiping. 

From isolated Peiping, Associ- 
ated Press correspondent Spencer 
Moosa reported there is no doubt 
in that ancient capital that peace 
talks with the Chinese Commu- 
nists already are in progress. 
Moosa reported two Chinese air 
force transport planes managed to 
land at Peiping’s South Air Field 
and left quickly. 

“They pulled out with high offi- 
cials, supposed to include Dr. Hu 
Shih, former Ambassador to Wash- 
ington and now president of Na- 
tional Peiping University,” Moosa 
reported. “He is reported to have 
received an urgent summons by 
Chiang Kai-shek in Nanking, and 
might be talked into a cabinet 
post or even the premiership.” 

(Communist forces have entered 
Peiping, and have captured Gen. 
Fu Tso-yi, Nationalist commander 
in North China, a message from 
the old Chinese capital to the 
Commercial Bank at Nanking said, 
according to the United Press. 
However, Nationalist Government 
spokesman Teng Weng-yi denied 
both that the Reds had entered 
the city and that Fu was cap- 
tured, a U.P. dispatch said. 

Reds Reported Checked. 

(Front reports quoted by the 
UP late tonight said Gen. Fu's 
troops had checked the Commu- 
nists at Marco Polo bridge, where 
the Chinese-Japanese war of 1937 
began. At. the same time, the 
Communist radio said hungry 
troops from the Nationalist Army 
Group, encircled for nearly three 
weeks some 150 miles north of 
Nanking, were surrendering en 
masse. 


(U.P. also quoted Hollington K. 
Tong, Nationalist Government di- 
rector of information, as denying 
reports that Chiang had been ad- 
vised by his own lieutenants to 
resign. The reports are “entirely 
baseless,” Tong declared.) 


Meanwhile, the failure of Pre- 
mier Sun Fo to take over the Gov- 
ernment promptly on his return 
from Shanghai today indicated he 
is having great difficulty in form- 


ing a new cabinet. 
Sun, appointed by Chiang more 
than two weeks ago, is “resting” 


after receiving surgical treatment 
in Shanghai, a friend said. 

A number of Government and 
Kuomintang (Government party) 
leaders expressed impatience with 
Sun’s failure to complete his cab- 
inet. The Executive Yuan held 
its weekly meeting without the 
participation of either Sun or the 
retiring Premier, Wong Wen-hao. 


Chiang Pres:2s for Action. 

(The United Press reported that 
Chiang is personally pressing for 
formation of a cabinet containing 
men known to favor making peace 
with the Communists. One such 
who has consented to join the 
cabinet, U.P. aid, is Chang Chih- 
chung, ho was a top nationalist 


negotiator in peace talks with the 


Communists under the auspices of 
Ger. (now United States Secre- 
tary of State) George C. Mar- 
shall.) 

The suggestion to Chiang that 
others be allowed to try to sal 
vage the remnants of the governe 
ment was interpreted to mean 
try to save what's left by nego- 
tiation with the Communists. 

Although Chiang’s advisers have 
long discussed their recommenda- 
tions, only the current mili 
crisis nerved them to present their 
ideas to the President, China’s 
leader for more than 25 years. 

The advisers’ suggestions to 
Chiang generally invol his 
resignation, although remaining 
available for return to leadership 
should he be needed at some fu- 
ture time. This was suggested 
rather than an absolute with. 
drawal. 


Vicé President’s Stand. 

Associates of Vice President LI 
Tsung-jen said he is willing te 
assume leadership of the govern- 
ment, but only if the transfer 
of that power is made legal in 
a constitutional manner. 
A certain result of such a 
change, they said, would be im- 
mediate steps toward halting hos 
tilities followed by a settlement 
of differences through negotia- 
tions with the Reds.

Escalator Provision. 


The conference recommended 
further that if required in the 
public welfare the President be 
given the power to accelerate con- 
struction of public units. An “es- 
calator” provision of this nature 
has been suggested by Republican 
Senators Flanders of Vermont and 
Tobey of New Hampshire. 


One of the important recom- 
mendations, Weinfeld said, is that 
the Government undertake a pro- 
gram of direct federal loans and 
that it strengthen existing aids to 
take care of no-man’s-land fami-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP 
China’s direct plea to Congress for 
more American aid appeared

There was nothing to suggest 
that it would prove any more ef- 
fective than Mme. Chiang Kai- 
shek’s personal and thus far un- 
successful appeal to President Tru- 
man. 


The latest plea for American aid 
came from the Chinese Control 
Yuan, China’s second highest elec- 
tive body, in an extraordinary 
message that bypassed both Tru- 
man and the State Department:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
Three expensive rugs were the 
gifts of Whittaker Chambers to 
American officials he says were 
active with him in a Communist 
ring here in 1938, congressional 
spy investigators said today. 

Members of the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee said 
Chambers testified about the rugs, 
at a secret committee meeting in 
New York last week. Chambers 
has testified he once was a Com- 
munist and acted as courier for 
the ring. 

The committee members said 
Chambers named the three men 
and said they were given the rugs 
at a secret rendezvous near Wash- 
ington. 

The committee members told a 
reporter Chambers said he did not 
approve of the rug gift idea. But, 
they said, he told them he pro- 
curred the rugs anyhow from a lo- 
cal dealer at the insistence of Col. 
Boris Rykov, a Russian officer 
here at the time.

The bar was ended by an agree 
ment designed to continue a un- 
ion welfare fund financed by roy- 
alties on records. But the fund 
will be administered by an impar- 
tial trustee, Samuel R. Rosen- 
baum of Philadelphia, and not by 
the union itself as under the old 
contract that expired last Dec. 31. 


The Taft-Hartley Law prohib- 
ited a reenwal of the old arrange- 
ment, and the union had refused 
to make any more records until 
a plan could be worked out for 
the benefit of musicians who, it 
contended, were thrown out of 
work by competition from records 
played on the radio and in coin- 
operated phonographs. 


Agreed to in October. 


The new plan was agreed to 
late in October, but its operation 
was and delayed until both sides 
obtained Government approval on 
its legality. That came Monday 
night and the contract signing fol- 
lowed late yesterday. James C. 
Petrillo, president, signed for the 
union, 

The royalties on records range 
from 1 to 2% per cent, depending 
on sale price, and are expected to 
produce $2,000,000 a year for the 
fund, which will be used to hire 
unemployed musicians to give 
concerts, 

An industry spokesman said 
that one of the snags which held 
up a final settlement of the roy- 
alty dispute was the question of 
whether the union should receive 
royalties on records issued during 
the bar. | 

That was settled with the con- 
tract clause promising retroactive 
royalties on future sales of rec- 
ords cut between Sept. 20, 1943 
and Dec. 31, 1947. 

Recordings of vocal numbers 
without instrumental accompani- 
ment made between Dec. 31, 1947, 
and Oct. 1, 1948, are not subject 
to royalties. 

Petrillo diselosed that the union 
still has about $1,200,000 in the old 
royalty fund. He said this money 
will be spent by the union for the 
same purposes as those provided 
in the new arrangement.

troversial projects of the Army for 

Col. R. E. Smyser Jr., Army dis- 
triet engineer at St. Louis, told the 
Post-Dispatch that he considers 
three substitute dams, which the 
Army has contemplated for some 
time, to have the most desirable 
locations in the basin. There are 
indications that the Army expects 
to recommend congressional ap- 
propriations for these three dams, 
although an advisory report of a 
co-operative committee of other 
federal and state agencies has not 
been completed. 

Still Some Dissatisfaction. 


It has been learned that some 


members of the committee are not 


entirely satisfied with the pros- 
pect. One member predicted that 
some “fireworks” would develop in 
the committee over its final re- 
port, but there is no sign now 
that the report will dissent force- 
fully from the essential features 
of the plan preferred by the Army. 
In the meantime, neither the 
Army nor the committee will 
make public the committee’s first 
draft of its report and the Army 
has declined to make public some 
details of the plan before the final 
report is issued. There would be 
opportunity at the public hearings 
for objections to be registered. 
Col. Smyser said the Chief of En- 
gineers has stated repeatedly that 
such hearings would be conducted. 
Under specific authority of a 
1938 statute for a large group of 
water control reservoirs, the Army 
had proposed at first to build two 
dams—one in the Meramec below 
the mouth of the Bourbeuse, in 
Franklin county, and one in the 
Big river, near its mouth, in Jef- 
ferson county. Col. Smyser said the 
Army does not consider that fur- 
ther authorization is necessary to 
shift to three dams, because the 
1938 act provided for modifica- 
tions at the Army’s discretion. 
Proposed substitute dams are: 
Meramec Park Dam—On the 
Meramec river, within the west- 
ern part of Meramec State Park, 
county. 


above Union, Franklin county. 

Cedar Hill—On the Big, two 
and a half miles above Cedar 
Hill, Jefferson county. 

A 1937 Army report estimated 
the first two dams proposed would 
cost $13,000,000. The three substi- 
tute dams, it was said in a rough 
estimate by the Army three years 
ago, would cost $20,000,000 to $25- 

000. Construction costs have 
risen considerably. since 1945. Col. 
Smyser declined to give an esti- 
mate of the cost now. From an- 
other source it was learned that 
the three dams might cost abomt 
$40,000,000 now. 

2,110,000 Acro-Feet. 

Combined storage capacity of 
the reservoirs behind these three 
dams was given by the Army three 
years ago as 2,100,000 acre-feet 
which is a relatively large volume. 
Nearly half of this would be for 
Meramec Park Dam. Col. Smyser 
said the storage capacity now con- 
templated was about the same as 
in 1945, but that some undisclosed 
changes in allocation of use of this 
storage space have been made. 
The separate uses are: Flood con- 
trol, navigation, conservation (in- 
cluding recreational and public 
water supply uses). The two dams 
first proposed would have stored 
1,040,000 acre-feet. 

There is no present intention to 
include electric power generation. 
Col. Smyser said the potentiality 
for power was rather small. Physi- 
cal circumstances would make it 
just as cheap to add power facil- 
ities in the future as to include 
any provision for them in the in- 
itial plans, he asserted. Others 
familiar with the situation think 
power generation is quite unlikely. 

The dams would be of compact- 
ed earth construction, with con- 
crete spiliways. They would rise 
from 110 to 135 feet above the 
valley floors. Maximum fluctua- 
tion of elevations of the reservoirs, 
between high stage and low stage, 
would be: Meramec Park, 71 feet; 
Union, 59 feet; Cedar Hill, 64 feet. 

Area covered by the three pools 
together would vary from 12,300 
acres at the conservation stage to 
26,600 acres at the navigation 
stage and 50,300 acres at the flood 


stage. i 

The Army asserts there would 
be little or no area of ugly mud- 
Flats created by this fluctuation, 
because the reservoir sites are 
largely in a region of rocky hills 
and much of the land exposed as 
the reservoirs receded would be 
steep, stony slopes. Other in- 
formed sources declare that fluc- 
tuation would result in mudflats 
in picturesque tributaries and in 
the scenic upper ends of the Mera- 
mec, Bourbeuse and Big, in sec-

The committee document 
shows clearly the intention is to 
provide for reducing the flood 
flow in the Lower Mississippi 
river, below Cairo, Ill., through 
operation of a large group of 
dams on various streams. 

Navigation is another author- 
ized purpose of the Meramec 
dams. Col. Smyser said the water 
stored by the proposed Meramec 
basin dams would be released to 
aid Mississippi river navigation 
only in winter. The Mississippi is 
used for navigation all winter as 
far north as the Illinois river. 
Some engineers not in the Army 
have questioned whether the 
Meramec is the most desirable 
place for navigation water stor- 
age, but no issue appears to have 
been drawn on this. 

Recreational Development. 

“We envision a rather substan- 
tial recreational development to 
come with the dams,” said Col. 
Smyser. “We expect facilities of 
all types, to fit all purses.” 

He indicated that the Army ex- 
pected to exercise control over the 
surroundings of the reservoirs to 
prevent indiscriminate commer- 
cial exploitation. 

The study of the Meramec basin 
was made by the Meramec Inter- 
departmental Co-operative Com- 
mittee, representing federal and 
state agencies. It was set up un-

Planning Board, with W. W. Hor- 
ner, widely known consulting’ en- 
gineer, as impartial chairman.

Deception Apparently Aim. 

The conclusion is that state- 
ments by Stalin to Howard, Elliott 
Roosevelt, Harold Stassen, Walter 
Duranty and others promising 
peaceful relations are disputed by 
such an overwhelming mass of 
doctrinal statements, published 
and republished continuously for 
mass circulation in Russia, that 
they must be put down as part of 
Soviet short-term tactics designed 
to be misleading. 

In the study, everything written 
by Stalin for publication as far 
back as February 1919 was read. 
The article emphasizes the unlike- 
lihood that Stalin’s statements 
would be repeatedly published if 
they were considered out of date; 
while the “sacredness” in which 
the faithful hold every word of

The basic collection of Stalin’s 
writings, “Problems of Leninism,” 
has been republished in 11 edi- 
tions.

“The fundamental, not merely inci- 
dental, intention to use the Soviet 
Union as the base fgr world revo- 
lution has thus been on the record 
for mass circulation from 1924 to 
the present time.” 

Aid for Revolutions. 

He quotes also a passage by 
Stalin which likewise has author- 
itative distribution in the 
U.S. S. R. from 1924 to the present, 
defining the kind of aid to be 
given by the Soviet nion to 
revolutionary efforts in other 
countries. “The final victory of 
Socialism in the first country to 
emancipate itself is impossible 
without the combined efforts of 
the proletarians of several coun- 
tries,” Stalin said, and he added 
that the progress of the world 
revolution “will be the more rapid 
and thorough, the more effective 
the aid rendered by the first So- 
cialist country.” 

This aid to the revolutionary 


workers of other countries should 


be expressed, he wrote, “first, in 
the victorious country carrying 
out the maximum realizable in 
one country for the development, 
support, awakening in all coun- 
tries.” He did not hesitate to 
prescribe warfare against foreign 
governments to gain the reyolu- 
tionary objective.

The news article describes conditions 
under state medicine at its best. Our 
Missouri mental and tuberculosis hospi- 
tals do excellent work considering the 
limitations put upon them by our poli- 
ticlans. For the usual deplorable con- 
dition of state medicine, ask any vet- 
eran of World War II how his illness 
was treated in the Army, or any veteran 
or World War I who was unfortunate 
enough to be hospitalized in a Veterans 
hospital under Gen. Hines’ administra- 
tion. 

As to the editorial, didn’t you have 
your tongue in your cheek when you 
wrote, in effect, that a congressional 
investigation could bring out all of the 
facts? 

The problem of adequate medical care 
is an enormous one. More medical 
schools with shorter, easier courses and 
cheaper tuition might help. I cannot 
see how Government-subsidized physi- 
cians could solve it. Do you think that 
the N.A.M. subsidy has helped the free 
press (not yours) of the country? I be- 
lieve that a physician should be more 
honest, idealistic and individual than 
even a newspaper editor, and that no 
subsidy can help either one.

Challenge of the Army’s Figures 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In regard to your editorial, “The Army 
and the Springs,” and Col. Lane’s state- 
ment about the lengths of time Big 
Spring is flooded by the natural river 
— some things should be said and 
probably will be said by a lot of people 
who know the spring and Current Riv- 
er. Dr. Edward Clark knows them both 
quite well. 

Col. Lane does not say to what degree 
the’ spring was flooded for, as he says. 
nearly five months out of each year in the 
18 years between 1922 and 1940. Therein 
is a very important point. I do not 
haye the statistics on past floods; Col. 

But what is more im- 
portant, I do live practically on the riv- 
er's bank, 25 miles below Big Spring, 
and his figures convey a distorted im- 
pression. 

Bankfull rises in the river and bottom 
overflows only back up to and over Big 
Spring to a variable degree. Never has 
the water remained over any of the im- 
médiate surroundings of the spring long 
enough to cause damage to trees or 
shrubs, as anyone visiting the spring 
and park can witness. Authorities on 
the subject say that water standing one 
fourth of the way up on the trunk of 
a. wood tree will kill the tree. Big

In the People’s Courts 


The establishment of magistrate courts in St. 
Louis under the 1945 Missouri Constitution was 


à a definite improvement over the old justice of 


the peace system. It was a step toward admin- 
istering justice in small matters with a degree 


of dignity and expeditiousness akin to that ex- 


pected in the higher courts. : 
But an investigation made by the Govern- 


mental Research Institute for the St. Louis Bar 
Association shows all too clearly that the new 
system is by no means as good as it ought to be. 

There are nine elected magistrates under the 
set-up. It is a question whether that many are 
needed. Unless these men begin to spend more 
time in their courts, consideration might be 
given to cutting their number to six. This 
change requires’ a constitutional amendment. 


But nothing so difficult is required for the 


magistrates to maintain better decorum in their 
courtrooms. ; 

The chief trouble, however, is not so much 
with the magistrates themselves as with the 
constables, deputies and clerical force. Deputies 
are appointed and clerks hired for purely politi- 
cal reasons. As a result, some are hardly fitted 
for their work. Certainly, there are more em- 
ployed than are required. 

Most constables and deputies hardly put in 
anything like a full day. For example, less than 


half-a-dozen writs per day per man must be 


served. And sometimes it takes a gift—shall 
one say a bribe?—to obtain service. Even then, 
the fact may not be properly recorded. The 
keeping of records is slovenly and inadequate. 

The root of the trouble lies in the fact that 
nine constables are elected, one for each dis- 
trict. A chief constable is designated every six 
months, but he has little real authority over his 
fellows. The work-load is divided according to 
the districts in which it originates. This makes 
it very uneven since litigation simply does not 
follow such geographical divisions. 

A considerable improvement could be brought 
about if the constables would voluntarily give 
the chief constable the right to assign sum- 
monses and other writs without regard to dis- 
trict boundaries. This would make it possible 
for the constables to reduce the number of their 
deputies. If they failed to do so, the magistrates 
could invoke their authority to do so. The re- 
port indicates that the system could function 
quite efficiently if the number of deputies were 
cut from 18 to 12. This alone would save the 
taxpayers $16,200 since each deputy gets $2700 a 
year. Each of the nine elected constables gets 
$6000 a year. 

Paying $54,000 a year for constables is a ques- 
tionable practice. Beyond that, the fact that 
they are elected makes them too independent of 
the magistrates. Even if there were only one 
elected chief constable, there still would be 
trouble. 

The Mayor should be authorized by statute to 
appoint a chief constable. This officer, in turn, 
should select deputies by competitive examina- 
tion and in accord with genuine need. 

A somewhat similar situation prevails among 
the clerical employes. Each of the nine magis- 
trates appoints a courtroom clerk. Although 
the nine together appoint a chief clerk, the lat- 
ter has no control over the the individual clerks. 
These, including the assistants of the chief, are 
busy only about two-thirds of the time. Their 
idle time could be employed in performing their 
duties in a more satisfactory manner. But bet- 
ter methods and better records are not likely to 
be obtained without a chief clerk with authority 
to hire and fire. Statutory authority should be 
provided for this change. Of course, the clerks, 
too, should be under a merit system. 

Such are the highlights of the report’s criti- 
cisms and recommendations. Further details 
may not interest the layman, but they too add 
up to the same story: politicking and inefficiency 
due to the lack of more centralized authority. 

Since Yawyers must put up with this day in 
and day out, it is to be hoped that they, as a 
group, will keep up the pressure for reform. 
But other citizens, too, should be interested in 
the cost and the dignity of the administration of 
justice in these “people’s courts.”

The spirit 
of the Chicago slaughter house may be the doom 
of Moby Dick. 
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How We Voted 


Six weeks after the Presidential election, the 
country has the voting facts. The Associated 
Press’ compilation of figures from official can- 
vassing boards in the 48 states shows that in a 
total of 48,680,000 votes President Truman re- 
ceived 24,104,000, Gov. Dewey 21,969,000 and 
other nominees 2,606,000. 

This gives Mr. Truman a plurality of 2,135,000 
over his nearest opponent. Thus, while he is 
actually minority President, with slightly less 
than half the total, the President has the satis- 
faction of knowing that only the candidacies of 
Democratic Gov. Thurmond and former Demo- 
cratic Vice President Wallace kept him from 
leading Gov. Dewey by between 4,000,000 and 
5,000,000 votes. 

We also now have the report from the elec- 
toral college. Votes from the electors in the 48 
states have been totaled up and fortunately the 
man with the popular advantage has the elec- 
toral majority also. 

The President, who carried 28 states, received 
303 electoral votes. Gov. Dewey won 16 with a 
total af 189 electoral votes. Gov. Thurmond’s 
39 electoral votes were those of Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and South Carolina, plus one 
vote from Tennessee. 

Let us work to make this the last time the 
country must hear how the election turns out in 
the electoral college. We hope that long before 
the 1952 presidential election, the country will 
have ratified an amendment providing for out- 
right direct election of President. One of the 
first things the new Congress should do is to 
draw, pass and submit to the states such an 
amendment to the Constitution. 

This should be done promptly so that the 
amendment may reach the 1949 legislative ses- 
sions while they have time to pass on it. There 
is no sense in whiting for later legislative ses- 
sions when a great deal of headway can be made 
in the first six months of next year.

Chambers-Hiss espionage case raises questions about efficiency of 
well-publicized federal bureau, reporter writes; secret documents 
of :

WASHINGTON. 
By good police work over the years, and 
by adroit public relations in the right 


places, J. Edgar Hoover has managed to 


place his Federal Bureau of Investigation 
beyond critical scrutiny. It is the equiva- 
lent of treason to question the efficiency of 
the FBI today. 


But where was the FBI in the Chambers- 
Hiss espionage business in the last nine 
years? The question becomes more pain- 
ful as the House committee investigation 
unfolds, even if the . 
evidence is full of 
contradictions. 


It has been estab- 
lished that Whittaker 
Chambers, the ex- 
Communist, went to 
Government officials 
after the Hitler-Stalin 
pact of 1939, and told 
of the existence of a 
Communist ring in- 
side the Government, 
for which he had act- Edwin A. Lahey 
ed as a courier, Chambers told his story 
to a number of responsible officials of the 
State Department. A White House secre- 
tary also heard of his charges. 


Now we have public testimony for the 
first time that Chambers not only said in 
1939 that a Communist ring existed, but 
that its members were looting the files of 
the State Department. 

Did the FBI have knowledge of Cham- 
bers’ specific charge all this time? 

President Truman was vague about the 
matter the other day. He challenged a 
press conference assertion that the FBI 


had knowledge of this charge, but con- 
ceded that he did not know that it was 
not a fact. 


It is established that the FBI has inter- 
rogated Chambers in the past and also in- 
vestigated Alger Hiss, accused by Chambers 
as one of the former State Department 
officials, who pilfered secret documents to 
be photographed for Soviet agents. 

There is a tendency here to assume that 
there was a high level fix“ —at worst—or 
plain lack of interest—at least—in the story 
supposedly told by Chambers in 1939. 

This doesn’t make sense. Hatred of Com- 


munists and the Soviet Union was intense 


in Washington after the Hitler-Stalin pact. 
The Reds didn’t become “respectable” again 
until Hitler invaded Russia, It is incon- 


ceivable that the Chambers story of Com-. 


munist espionage could have been brushed 
off as “Red baiting” during the tense peri- 
od that followed the announcement of the 
Hitler-Stalin pact. 


Yet the evidence hints at the impossi- 
ble. The testimony is that Chambers said 
that secret Government files were being 
stolen, and that he could furnish docu- 
mentary proof of his charge, but the doc- 
uments did not turn up until nine years 
later, when Chambers led investigators of 
the House committee to the hollow pump- 
kin on his farm. 

If Chambers did tell his story nine years 
ago, how did he manage to keep from the 
FBI the knowledge that he had the docu- 
mentary evidence which has turned up at 
this late date? 

Only the FBI could tell the story. Any 
answer would make the Department of 
Justice look a little silly. 


Advances Toward Democracy 
From the New Tork Times 


President Truman had a Southern visi- 
tor recently who described the poll tax as 
“stupid,” said lynching cases should be 
tried in the federal courts, and when asked 
about the civil rights program replied that 
“the Federal Government should protect all 
its citizens in their civil rights and should 
see that they are treated as Americans.” 
He was Federal Judge J. Waties Waring 
of South Carolina, Charleston-born and 
Charleston-bred. 

In Missouri the Board of Curators of the 
State University bowed to a recent Su- 
preme Court decision and recommended 
that Negroes be admitted to the university

state’s college for Negroes, Lincoln Uni- 
versity in Jefferson City. 

The Negro may feel that he has gained 
more when a white Southerner voluntarily 
recognizes his civic rights than when a 
state more or less reluctantly conforms to 
a court decision, But in each instance 
progress has beén made, not merely for the 
Negro but for all who believe in a more 
perfect democracy. When Judge Waring’s 
point of view is generally accepted in the 
South there will be less need for federal 
interference. Indeed, the road to the pres- 
ervation of states’ rights lies through the 
protection by the states of Individual rights 
within the, states.

ELIZABETH DUNCAN 
DIES; DANCER AND

NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
Elizabeth Duncan died Nov. 30 in 
Germany, it was learned here yes- 
terday, 21 years after the death 
of her younger sister, Isadora, 
with whom she pioneered in a 
free style of modern dancing. 


Elizabeth Duncan was 77 years 
old. Her death was reported by 
her brother, Augustin Duncan, 
first vice president of the Actors’ 
Equity Association. She died of 
a heart ailment at Tuebingen in 
the French zone of Germany. She 
was at Tuebingen in connection 
with dancing schools she had 
founded in Germany, France and 
America.

HEART AILMENTS 
CONTINUE RISE AS 
CAUSE OF DEATH 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
Doctors are winning their fight 
against infectious diseases, but 
deaths from heart ailments con- 
tinue to climb. 

The Public Health Service an- 
nounced yesterday that 460,580 
deaths, of 31.9 per cent of all 
deaths reported in 1947, can be 
laid to heart diseases, the leading 
cause of death. The 1947 total 
Was an ‘increase of 31,350 over 
1946’s 429,230. 

No. 2 killer was cancer, which 
took 189,811 lives in 1947 com- 
pared with 182,005 in 1946. 

Total deaths recorded last year 
were 1,445,370. In 1946 the total 
was 1,385,617. 

Mortality from infectious dis- 
eases dropped, in some cases to 
new lows. There were decreases 
in pneumonia, influenza, tubercu- 
losis, poliomyelitis, measles, diph- 
theria, malaria, scarlet fever and 
others. 

Motor-vehicle accidents took 32 
697 lives in 1947 compared with 
33,411 in 1946. This cause of 
death, No, 10 on the list, dropped 
for the first time since 1943. The 
number of deaths from other types 
of accidents, however, rose from 
64,622 in +1946 to 66,882 in 1947. 
Far down the line were suicides 
and homicides, the former climb- 
ing from 16,152 in 1946 to 16,538 
in 1947. Homicides dropped from 
8784 to 8555, 

There were fewer maternal 
deaths associated with pregnancy, 
childbirth and the like in 1947 
(4978) than in 1946 (5153), despite 
the large increase in the number 
of births last year.

Only one 
case appears to warrant such a 
belief—a letter in May 1943 to 
King, Reuters correspondent, 
about the dissolution of the Com- 
intern. This is an explicit con- 
tradiction of Stalin’s earlier state- 


the Reuthers correspondent Stalin 
said that the dissolution of the 
Comintern: 

“(a) Exposes the lie of the Hit- 
lerites that ‘Moscow’ intends to 
intervene in the life of other 
states and ‘bolshevize’ them. 
Henceforth an end is put to that 
lie, (b) It exposes the slander 
of the enemies of Communism in 
the workers’ movements to the 
effect that the Communist parties 
of the various countries act, not 
in the interests of their own na- 
tions, but according to orders 
from outside. Henceforth an end 
is put to that slander too.” 

e fact that these statements, 
made to a foreign correspondent, 
contain no disavowal of other 
wholly contradictory writings pub- 
lished in quantity in the Soviet 
Union, suggest that “the Comin- 
tern was dissolved only in form, 
not in spirit.” 

In the interview with Stassen, 
“Historicus” notes, Stalin merely 
said that the important point is 
whether both countries desire co- 
existence. If “one side” does not 
want co-operation, said Stalin, 
“the result will be conflict, war.” 
The article points out that this is 
just a way of saying that if “one 
side” does not like the terms of 
the Soviet Union, it is lacking in 
desire to co-operate. When read 
against the full background of 


.| Stalin’s theory of revolution, as 


officially proclaimed in the 
U.S. S. R., “Historicus” continues, 
Stalin's statements to Howard 
and others to the effect that the 
two systems can co-exist and com- 
pete peacefully,” appear not 30 
much inconsistent with his basic 
principles as merely elliptical: he 
neglects to specify how long and 
on what terms.” 
1 On Use of Armed Forces. 
The article emphasizes that 
Stalin explicitly states that armed 
force will be used against capital- 
ist governments if necessary. 
The following passage from 
Lenin is a favorite of Stalin’s: 
“We live ... not only in a state 
but in a system of states, and the 
existence of the Soviet Republic 
side by side with the imperialist 
state for a long time is unthink- 
able. In the end either one or the 
other will conquer. And until 
that end comes, a series of the 
most terrible collisions between 
the Soviet Republic and the 
bourgeois states is inevitable.” 
After quoting this prediction in 
one of his own articles, Stalin 
added the succinct comment: 
“Clear, one would think.” 


On the basis of his study, “His- 


reason to believe that Stalin does 
not expect that the climactic 
struggle between the Soviet and 
bourgeois systems will come in- 
side of 15 or 20 years. He says: 
“Stalin’s theory of ‘ebb and flow’ 
would lead him to expect a new 
stabilization of capitalism within 
a few years, followed some years 
later by another wave of crisis 
and revolution generated by capi- 
talism’s inexorable contradictions. 
He apparently is timing comple- 
tion of the Soviet base of opera- 
tions for the crest of this next 
wave.

Reds Have 
Membership Bids—Ac- 
tion on Israel Delayed. 


PARIS, Dec. 15 (AP)—Russia 
cast its twenty-ninth veto in the 
United Nations Security Council 
pl to keep Ceylon out of the 


. veto was Russia's second on 
Ceylon’s membership bid. The 

Russians now have used 13 of 
their 28 vetoes in the council to 
bar seven countries from mem- 
bership. 

Before turning to the vote on 
Ceylon, the council put off action 
on Israel's membership applica- 
tion until Friday. 

Russia’s Jakob Malix and Dele- 
gate Vassili Tarasenko of the So- 
viet Ukraine cast the only two 
votes against Ceylon. First they 
argued strenuously against recon- 
sideration @ Ceylon’s applica- 
tion. 

The 9-2 vote was the same as 
that at Lake Success last Aug. 18, 
when Russia first vetoed Ceylon. 

Next Session Friday. 

The council adjourned after the 
vote on Ceylon. The next meet- 
ing was scheduled for Friday 
morning. 

The French motion to postpone 
action on Israel until Friday car- 
ried with eight votes. There were 
three absentions. 

The vote followed a bitter at- 
tack on Israel’s bid by Syria’s 
Faris el Khouri, who called Jew- 
ish soldiers “gangsters.” He did 
not oppose the French. motion, 
however. Syria, China and Britain 
abstained. 

The United States and Russia 
both said they favored immediate 
action but agreed to the delay. 

The Council accepted a sugges- 
tion from December President 
Fernand Van Langenhove of Bel- 
gium to postpone discussion of 
Hyderabad’s invasion complaint 
against India until next month at 
Lake Success. 

Applicants for U.N. membership 
need at least seven of the 11 
Council votes for approval, but 
any of the five big powers — 
Russia, the United States, Britain, 
France and China—can defeat the 
majority with a single negative 
vote. 

No other big country except 
France has used the veto on any 
question.

lief crisis this winter because of 
exceptionally good crop conditions, 
widespread off-reservation employ- 
ment and more adequate public 
assistance payments. He believes 
the most acute needs of the Nava- 
jos will be taken care of by Gov- 
ernment relief and other service 
programs now under way. But. 
this is the brightest side of the 
picture. 

' High Child Mortality. 
“Substandard health and living 
conditions remain unchanged,” he 
said. “These conditions are ac- 
companied by widespread under- 
nourishment and generally inade- 
quate clothing and shelter. The 
inevitable result is high infant and 
child mortality and a heavy inci- 
dence of tuberculosis, estimated at 
about 14 times the rate for the en- | 
tire United States. 

“These conditions can be met 
only by a bold constructive pro- 
gram of legislation providing 
schools for 12,000 children not now 
in school, new hospitals and the 
development of reservation re- 
sources and industrial possibil- 
ities. Congressional action is ex- 
pected this spring. In the mean- 
while, the Navajos are making an 
earnest effort to meet this winter's 
— without enlisting outside 
ai 

The improved financial condi- 
tion of the Indians was even more 
emphatically stated by Dr. C. G. 
Salsbury, head of the famed Pres- 
byterian Mission at Ganado and 
the Sage Memorial Hospital there. 

Lack of Schooling. 

“The Navajos are far from 
starving or freezing,” he said. 
“The Government has managed to 
put nearly 7000 on relief and the 
tribe has more than $2,900,000 in 
its tribal fund. More than 12,000 
have had off-the-reservation work 
this year at good wages. Lambs 
have sold at 23 cents and pinon 
nuts brought in nearly a quarter 
of a million dollars.” 

“In my opinion,” he continued, 
“a good sound boarding school 
education for every Navajo boy 
and girl of school age is the 
prime need on the reservation to- 
day. The Government says there 
are more than 24,000 children of 
school age and they have accom- 
modations for only 5000. Mission 
and public schools care for an- 
other 1000, leaving 75 per cent 
with no opportunity for even an 
elementary education, 

“Given the same opportunity in 
the same environment from early 
childhood, Navajo children will go 
as far and as fast as white young- 
sters and then some.” 

Salsbury, who has spent more 
than 20 years among these people, 
added: 

“Let’s not allow the cries of the 
sob-sisters and do-gooders to be- 
cloud the real and urgent needs 
for education, roads and a sensible 
health program. Flodding the 
reservation with tons of food and 
clothing which the Navajos can 
and should provide for themselves 
is, in my opinion, distinctly harm- 
ful. The Navajo is intelligent, in- 
dustrious, honest, proud and in- 
dependent. Let’s keep him so.”

According to 
one newspaper, 
he stopped the 
traffic on the 
Place de l’Opera 
to fling out a

that he would

protest against the impotence of 
the United Nations. 

He has succeeded in getting the 
backing of a few intellectuals and 
even has received a cablegram 
from Albert Einstein telling him, 
from Professor Einstein’s point of 
view, that the United Nations has 
not yet achieved peace. 


The United Nations, of course, 
is not set up to achieve peace. 
That, the governments are sup- 
posed to do among themselves. 
But it is expected to help pre- 
serve peace, and that, I think, it 
is doing more effectively day by 
day.

very long trial: as the weeks drag 
into months, as the papers mount 
on the wooden tables, as the mil- 
lions of words are recorded, the 
sharp and terrible act which pre- 
ceded the trial is blurred, the 
very reason for the trial itself is 
almost forgotten in detail and 
ennui. 

For six months now Godse and 
his seven co-defendants, charged 
with conspiracy in the murder, 
have inhabited this prisoners’ 
dock, They are so at home now 
that it seems they must always 
have been here, that surely. they 
will remain in the same positions 
when the trial is ended, like ma- 
rionettes in a closet after the 
show is over. 

And yet there is no show—which 
to the Western visitor is the 
strangest thing about this very In- 
dian trial. Remembering the bal- 
lyheo which accompanies famous 
trials in America, the absence of 
sensationalism in this affair, the 
lack of outward public interest in 
the proceeding, seem phenomenal. 

To be sure, public interest is 
discouraged. Theoretically, any- 
one may apply for admission, but 
in practice it is so difficult that 
curiosity seekers are effectively 
intimidated. The Indian would- 
be visitor must, for instance, not 
only produce a photograph to be 
used on his pass, but must also 
advance reasons for his interest 
in the trial. “What do you care 
about it?” the police are likely to 
ask. “Unless, of course, you your- 
self were involved in the conspir- 
acy?” Consequently, the eourt- 
room is three-quarters empty. 

Scattered here and there are a 
few spectators—all men. Toward 
the front of the room are a hand- 
ful of Indian press correspond- 
ents; a few men from the wire 
agencies and a few from the ver- 
nacular press. The foreign cor- 
respondents have long since lost 
interest, for surely there was 
never a more undramatic trial 
for the commission of the most 
dramatic of crimes. .

T IS a shock, somehow, to see

abject, degenerate, or perhaps stu- 
pid. He does not. 

The most shocking thing about 
Godse is the clear intelligence 
written on his face—a perverted 
intelligence it must be, but unde- 
niable. His eyes are deep set and 
alert; above them rises the high, 
bony forehead_of the intellectual. 
The rest of hi§ face is unremark- 
able and rather repulsive; a deli- 
cate, curving nose, fat jowls and a

Frequently the two hold 
long whispered conversations 
which slow down matters; nor is 
the trial speeded by the judge’s 
difficulty with English. - 

Godse’s brother, a weedy youth, 
stands before the microphone, lis- 
tening to the summing up of 
evidence against him (conspiracy) 
and occasionally stating formally: 
“This is all false.” This is called 
the questioning period, when pris- 
oners are presented with the 
evidence which has been produced 
and allowed to confirm or deny it. 
The next few weeks will bring the 
arguments of the defense and 
prosecution attorneys, and finally 
the judge’s decision. 

No one listens, every one is 
bored. Godse rotates his head auto- 
matically, the prisoners and law- 
yers and many of the spectators 
jiggle their legs incessantly, in the 
way of nervous Indians. Three 
Indian women in brilliant. saris 
come in quietly and sit down in 
chairs halfway down the room. 
Every one turns to stare, then set- 
tles back into whispering and 
ennui, If there were flies in the 
room, they would drone, 

The judge’s personal attendant, 
an old man in a white uniform, 
gold buttons and a broad red sash, 
grins at a prisoner who seems to 
be a special friend. An Indian 
newspaper man wanders out to 
have a cigarette on the balcony, 
where he is joined by one of the 
lawyers.

Fix It Yourself

Finishing Fresh Plaster Walls. 
OR the benefit of anyone who 
has just been left a new plas- 
ter wall by a rich uncle, we 

submit a few facts about how 

such a surface should be finished 
with the least fuss, muss or pos- 
sibility of disappointment. 


In the first place a new plaster 
wall can’t be painted right away 
with an oil paint for the simple 
reason that the lime in the plas- 
ter will damage the paint. In fact 
it will ruin it. This leaves us 
with a few interesting alterna- 
tives. The first and simplest is 
just not to do anything to the 
wall until it has stopped being 
fresh — about six months or so. 
But this isn’t such a hot idea be- 
cause the plaster is going to get 
dirty and this dirt is going to be 
hard to take off. The next sug- 
gestion is to neutralize the lime 
by coating the plaster with a 
solution of four pounds of zinc 
sulphate crystals to each gallon 
of water. This solution is allowed 
to dry on the walls and after that 
an oil paint can go on. The hitch 
here is that all this takes work. 
A happy compromise is to paint 
the wall immediately with a water 
thinned paint (the lime won't 
bother this) which can, at some 
later date, be covered with an oil 
paint. Calcimine can also be used 
but this should come off before 
the oil paint goes on.

Economical Menus

AN’T your small children help 
C you this year in the making of 

Christmas candy? If they are 
healthy, they'll be happy to assist 
and they may be able to do a bet- 
ter job than you can in shaping 
and tinting candy like marzipan. 
It’s a sculpturing job and any 
child who has modeled clay can 
use his imagination as well as 
nimble fingers to do quite realistic 
molding. You mothers will have 
to plan the job and make the 
basic candy. 

To make the almond paste for 
the marzipan, you'll need fresh, 
shelled, blanched almonds, a food 
grinder, powdered sugar, powdered 
milk, food coloring, little camel- 
hair brushes or toothpicks for ap- 
plying the coloring, cloves and 
strands of tinted shreds of coco- 
nut or slender strips of candied 
citron for stems. And with cello- 
phane and foil to wrap the can- 
dies in, you can keep them moist 
for pleasant eating. Pretty boxes 
for packing will also be an in- 
spiration to do good work. 

Children should have a lesson 
on how to work before starting 
their modeling of marzipan, They 
need to understand why clean 
clothes, scrubbed hands, clean 
nails are essential. They need to 
be impressed with the necessity of 
slow, careful, neat work and of 
finishing up one part of the job 
before beginning another. If one 
child decides he wants to mold 
bananas, carrots, pumpkins, rad- 
ishes, tomatoes, and another wants 
to specialize on watermelons, 
pears, apples, strawberries and 
potatoes, let them take their 
choice. The second part of the 
work is applying the coloring or 
the blushes, stripes, dots, etc., to 
the vegetables or fruits. Then 
follow up by inserting the most 
realistic stems using either cloves, 
citron or angelica strips or strands 
of coconut. Finally will come the 
neat packing and attractive ar- 
rangement of the candy in the 
boxes. 

Homemade Marzipan. 

Three-fourths pound almonds, 
one teaspoon almond extract, one 
cup condensed milk, two Cups con-

fectioner’s sugar, pressed down 
firmly, one-half pound powdered 
milk, one-half teaspoon salt; two 
tablespoons lemon Or orange juice; 
waxed paper, food _ colorings, 
cloves, coconut, thin citron strips. 

Put almonds into saucepan, 
cover with cold water, heat just 
to boiling. Drain off water, add 
cold water and again drain. Now 
slip off skins by pressing between 
thumb and fingers. There should 
be about a cup and a half. Put 
nuts through a food chopper three 


times to obtain a paste. Put paste 


into mixing bowl. Sprinkle almond 
extract over paste. Add rest of 
ingredients. If powdered milk is 
not obtainable, use more confec- 
tioner’s sugar to give the stiff 
dough-like consistency. First mix 
with a fork, then use hands to 
knead to a smooth, stiff dough. 
Use a teaspoon to remove portions 
for molding. As fruit, vegetables 
are molded, lay on clean pieces of 
waxed paper. Use toothpicks or 
small camel-hair brushes to apply 
coloring. The coloring should be 
put out into small saucers, When 
food is of solid color like toma- 
toes, carrots or pumpkins, mix 
color to right tint or shade first 
and toss the shape quickly in the 
coloring. Remove quickly by 
spearing with toothpick. Fruit 
such as peaches, pears, apples or 
watermelons should be first rolled 
in a diluted basic color, then re- 
moved to waxed paper to dry a 
while. Then apply the more con- 
centrated color: stripes on mel- 
ons, splotchc: on bananas, and 
blushes on pears and apples, etc. 
Finally remove to clean waxed 
paper, cover and allow to dry 
overnight, then pack in containers 
one layer deep and again wrap in 
cellophane or waxed paper to 
keep moist. Makes three pounds 
candy.

THE “ONE-HORSE TOWN” 

T is difficult to think back far 
| enough to when any American 

town could seriously be char- 
acterized as having only one 
horse. Indeed one may hope that 
the time does not come when any 
town might have only one horse 
—or no horse — because horse- 
power has become too old-fash- 
ioned for America! 

Exactly where or when the 
words were first spoken in the 
sense in which they are familiar 
in common speech today or whose 
imagination furnished the idea, 
this column cannot say. It is cer- 
tain that the expression is an 
Americanism of the native brew 
called slang. 

If the vintage can be stated 
from the earliest recorded usage, 
it is not very old; the second half

Perhaps it is unnecessary to say 
that Last made his contract witn 
great ease—in fact, he took five 
spades, three hearts, one diamond 
and one club, thus scoring two 
overtricks. 

On the surface it would appear 
that this was a maximum result 
for East-West. They had not-only 
cashed in their rubber game by 
virtue of their past score, but, 
when East bid two no-trump at 
that score, he investigated the 
slam possibilities. , 

On more searching analysis, 
however, East’s two-no-trump bid 
is revealed as a highly question- 
able tactic! Yes, he certainly had 
the values for his call—but there 
is still grave doubt that he should 
have made that call! West would 
have to hold much better than a 
minimum for.a slam to be cold, 
If he had that strong holding, 
East could afford to bid only one 
no-trump, because West would al- 
most certainly rebid, and mean- 
while, the one-no-trump call might 
induce suicidal action on South’s 


Observe (although this ig puré 
speculation), that South might 
have defended with a two-heart 
bid if East had made that poasi- 
ble. Observe also that this call, if 
South made it, could be defeated 
1100 points—which was far more 
than the game was worth to 
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
